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ABOUT THE CLAYTON WIND TURBINE 


The 200 kW wind turbine consists 
of a propeller-type rotor, trans- 
mission train, alternator, tower 
and control subsystem.

The wind turbine produces 200 kW 
of power at wind speeds between 
18 and 34 MPH (measured 30' A.G. 
At these wind speeds, it can pro- 
vide 5 to 15 percent of the local 
electricity demand or about 
enough power for 35 average homes.

Keying through an old telegraph re- 
lay at the left. One of the tubes was of WE manufacture, 
the other RCA. This low pwer CW worked rings around the 

1 kW spark. Various circuits were tried, but the Hartley 
worked best for keying....note the "Rube Goldberg" method 
of activating the CW xmtr by means of a string over a 
pulley to the radio receiving room thus closing the sw to 
the right.

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QCWA MEMBERSHIP 


Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 
must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
amateur license, It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years. Proof of 
eligibility must be given, Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in many cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 

An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues inthe amount of $9 for 
one year, or $15 for two years or, $19 for 3 
years membership, is payable in advance with 
ones application. Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $75, plus the $3 entry fee. Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $25 each, Upon completion of payment Life 
Membership Certificate and membership card is 
sent. 


CERTIFICATES
